Southern  Baptists  45.000 

Strong  In  St.  Louis 

St  Louis.  Mo.  — (BP)  — Southern 
Baptists  attending  the  annual  con¬ 
vention  June  2-5  will  find  fifty-sev¬ 
en  at  the  sixty-three  Baptist 
'  churches  here  affiliated  only  with 
'  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
One  only  with  the  American  Bap- 
|  tist  Convention  and  five  with  both 
.conventions.  In  addition  there  are 
I  one  hundred  Negro  churches.  The 
white  Baptists  have  45.000  mem-{ 
bers  and  the  Negro  25.000. 

Baptist  witness  began  in  St. 
Ix>uis  in  1788,  but  it  waa  not  until 
1867  that  the  first  Baptist  church 
was  organized.  John  Clark  and 
Thomas  Musick  are  credited  with 
the  founding  of  the  first  Baptist 
'  church  m  St.  Louis. 

St.  Louis  Baptists  own  $8,536,220 
worth  of  property  and  buildings. 
Work,  under  the  direction  at  City 
Missionary  Paul  Weber,  is  done 
nmong  the  Jews,  foreign  people,  I 
and  students.  Weber  has  five  full 
time  workers  on  his  staff.

WASHINGTON.  D.  C.  (RiNS)— 
The  Administration’s  bill  for  over¬ 
all  income  tax  reform  passed  by 
the  House  and  awaiting  Senate  ac¬ 
tion  contains  five  provisions  of  ma¬ 
jor  interest  to  religious  group*. 

The  most  important  increase 
from  30  ta  30  per  cent  of  a  tax 
payer's  net  income  the  amount  of 
charitable  contributions  he  may  de¬ 
duct  in  computing  hi*  “net  tax¬ 
able  income.’’  It  provide*,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  extra  16  per  cent 
must  b*  limited  ta  gifts  ta  "• 
church,  a  convention  of  association 
of  churchos,  or  a  religious  order; 
a  regularly  established  educational 
institution;  or  a  hospital." 

THE  BILL  ALSO: 

Exempts  from  paying  income 
tax  individual*  who  assign  their 
entire  income  ta  religion*  orders 
er  charitable  institution*  or  who 
make  such  generous  philanthropic 
donation*  that  they  give  away  vtr-

Sheriff  Pleads  For  Aid 

Editor’s  Note:  Below  is  a  letter 
taken  from  the  Pontotoc  Progrexa, 
wf  Pontotoc,  Miss.  It  was  writ  tea 
by  the  sheriff  of  Pontotoc  County. 
We  feel  that  many  sheriffs  could 
and  would  do  a  better  job  if  they 
got  some  help  from  the  people  of 
their  county.  Of  course,  some  of 
them  seem  to  be  lax  in  law  en¬ 
forcement  efforts.  Hut  here  is  a 
plea  from  a  sheriff  for  anyone  who 
has  any  information  that  will  help 
him  to  enforce  the  law  to  make 
it  known.  This  can  bo  done  pri¬ 
vately  or  publicly. 

let  all  of  us  in  every  county 
help  our  sheriffs  if  they  will  ac¬ 
cept  our  help. 

To  The  People: 

In  the  |»ast  few  days  I  have  had 
dealings  with  a  few  young  |>eople 
who  have  strayed  outside  the  law. 
As  I  studied  and  questioned  these 
boys.  the  cause  for  iheir  wrong¬ 
doings  and  they  admitted  the 
same — came  out  as  whiskey. 

Then  1  began  to  wonder  why 
the  people  elect  a  shiv  iff  and 
leave  it  at  that. 

I  have  tried'for  two  years  to  en¬ 
force  the  prohibition  law,  and 
during  this  time  I  have  found  that 
you  really  need,  and  have  to  have 
help  from  the  citizens.  What  are 
you.  as  parents  and  citizens,  go¬ 
ing  to  do  about  this  problem?  Are 
you  going  to  stand  by  and  watch 
a  few  people  make  their  living 
selling  whiskey,  and  at  the  same 
time  ruin  the  lives  of  coming  men 
■ml  women?  Are  you  going  to  sit 
back  and  say.  “If  I  tell  you  any¬ 
thing  or  turn  up  ‘so  and  so.’  he 
will  burn  me  out!”  or  something 
to  that  effect? 

I  think  not,  es|»eciany  if  you 
will  stop  to  study  just  how  those 
few  are  affecting  our  country. 

If  you,  as  citizens,  would  join  to¬ 
gether  to  combat  this  one  cause, 
then  we  can  make  a  big  change 
in  our  county.  I.ook  around  you; 
talk  to  your  children:  ami  then 
study  about  this  matter;  I  think 
things  will  lie  different. 

I  would  appreciate  hearing  from 
Mch  one  who  reads  this.

Direct  Or  Indirect 

Our  readers  will  recall  that  last 
November  the  Baptist  Record  ran 
■  list  of  the  100  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  churches  leading  in  |>er  capita 
contributions  ami  the  100  Baptist 
churches  leading  in  per  capita  Co- 
.  operative  Program  contributions. 
Again  checking  over  that  bst. 
we  found  some  churches  noted  for 
liberality  far  down  the  lwt  and  in 
some  cases  not  on  the  list  at  a!!. 
In  many  instances  this  is  due  h* 
the  fact  that  some  churches  con 
turn*’  to  send  their  mooey  direct. 
We  know  of  churches  that  send 
Msejr  Foreign  Mission  money  di- 
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rectiy  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  others  directly  to  the  Or¬ 
phanage. 

Their  money  gets  to  the  proper 
place  and  does  just  as  much  good 
as  though  it  were  sent  through  the 
Convention  Board  office.  How¬ 
ever,  there  is  do  record  of  that 
gift  anywhere  except  in  the  local 
church  and  in  the  place  of  receipt. 

Several  churches  would  have 
been  ou  the  list  of  200  churches 
published  and  several  would  have 
been  higher  up  on  that  list  had  all 
their  contributions  been  sent 
through  the  Convention  Board  of¬ 
fice. 

We  again  urge  churches  In 
semi  Iheir  funds  through  the  State 
Convention  Board  office.  That 
gives  the  church  and  the  denomi¬ 
nation  a  complete  picture  of  what 
is  being  done.  When  it  is  sent  di¬ 
rect,  although  it  does  just  as  much 
good,  it  does  not  give  a  complete 
picture. 

In  other  words,  some  churches 
gave  more  than  the  published  rec¬ 
ord  indicates  bul  we  can  only  pub¬ 
lish  what  we  know  about.

the  best  be  can,  or  that  be  b  do¬ 
ts*  fee  beat  feat  be  knows? 

Mot  too  long  ago  I  talked  to  two 
Sectors  in  ane  af  the  deep  South's 
states.  These  pastors  were  within 
fifteen  miles  of  a  college  ssteosion 
center.  The  associations!  mission¬ 
ary  was  giving  bis  time  directing 
fee  center.

I  Kings  11:4-12:24. 

I.  AN  OLD  MAN  SEES 
STRENGTH  IN  YOUTH. 

Who  was  K  once  said  that  there 
are  three  generations  between  hic¬ 
kory  shirt  and  hickory  shirt?  by 
which  he  meant  that  a  young  man 
will  begin  at  the  bottom  of  the 
ladder  of  success  in  business  and. 
by  dint  of  simple  living  and  hard 
labor,  build  a  big  business  and  a 
big  fortune.  But  the  son  or  sons 
he  begets  and  rears  during  the 
period  of  his  vigor  and  business 
enterprise,  do  oot  partake  of  the 
frugal  habits  or  the  industry  of 
their  father,  grow  up  in  idleness 
and  prodigality,  in  softening  habits 
and  luxurious  living  They  dissipate 
In  the  “old  man's"  fortune  and  die 
poor,  so  that  the  grandsons  of  the 
founder  of  the  fortune  find  them- 
aeives  penniless. 

It  sometimes  falls  out  the  same 
way  in  any  line  of  endeavor.  Here 
was  the  wise  old  Solomon,  son  of 
David  the  great  king  and  man  after 
God's  own  heart.  David  had  come 
up  the  hard  way  from  the  sheep- 
fold  and.  for  the  most  part,  had 
walked  in  the  good  way.  True,  he 
had  committed  a  grave  crime 
which  led  him  to  the  .com mission 
of  an  even  greater  one.  but,  his 
fault  having  been  called  to  his  at¬ 
tention  by  God's  stem  old  prohe*.
